IMPORTANCE AND POWER OF A VOTE 


Bryan’s Commoner: Every democratic reader in every state 
should remember that every vote counts and it might be that 
his particular vote would have a determining influence upon the 
election. 

On* frequently hears during a campaign the statement: “My 
ballot won't have any bearing on the result, and there is no use 
in my going to the polls.” Men who habitually make this state¬ 
ment forget that they do not stand alone. Public interests have 
suffered greatly in the past by the stay-at-home vote. One ballot 
by itself does not greatly count, and yet in the aggregate these 
stay-at-home ballots would in many cases have changed results. 
And there have been many instances where even a single ballot 
might have turned.the scale. 

Not long ago the St. Louis Republic said that at a municipal 
election in St. Louis one of the nominees for the city council was 
elected by a plurality of three votes, out of a total of 98,000 and 
these three votes definitely decided the majority of the superior 
branch of the municipal assembly. These three votes caused a 
majority of one ill the city council; by such a small majority put¬ 
ting the council in sympathy with the mayor (and his administra¬ 
tion. These three votes practically determined the general Work¬ 
ing policy of the council. 

Commenting upon this fact, the Republic said: “At this 
time in the nation's history one vote might determine the govern¬ 
ment's policy or the country's destiny. The small plurality of 
three votes out of 98,000, impresses the value of one ballot and 
accentuates the duty of patriotism Open every occasion. Every 
ballot is equal. Every ballot is a unit, which, whether applied 
or not applied, has some bearing oh resalta.” 

At this moment these observations are important to the 
American voters and particularly to voters in those states where 
repeated republican victories have caused them to lose hope. But 
there arc good reasons for believing that if every opponent of 
monoply will do his duty at the polls, victories for the public 
interests will be won in many districts and states heretofore re¬ 
garded as republican territory.

Kentucky Standard: Bishop Piaget 
had already passed six years of his 
episcopal life in Kentucky, before any 1 
effort was made by him to secure to 
toe diocese a suitable and properly ap¬ 
pointed cathedral. Without resourees- 
tnmself and charged with the care of a 
people with whom competency was a 
condition of the future, only to be ac¬ 
quired by continuous struggle, he did 
nftt feel that he was warranted in tax¬ 
ing them for so much needed an object. 
He might have still hesitated, but for 
the urgent pleadings of his clergy, and 
a few df the better provided among his 
people. Atithe instance of these, early 
in the year 1817, he authorized sub¬ 
scriptions to be made and collections to I 
be taken up in furthrance of the object, 
througbout_the diocese. 

When the work of construction was 
begun, the subscriptions and cash col¬ 
lections were found to aggregate the 
soro of $14,000. More than satisfied 
with a result so tttrtff anticipated, the 
Bishop left nothing undone that might 
by any possibility facilitate the work; 
and the architect whom he employed, 
was able in a little over two years to 
report the church'so far completed as 
to admit of its consecration. 

The day fixed for the consecration of 
the cathedral was August 8 . 1819. No 
event so interesting to Catholics having 
ever taken place in any part of the 
reentry west of Baltimore, the desire 
to witness it was very general among 
them. In congregations the farthest 
removed from the seat of episcopal 
jurisdiction, members were contemplat¬ 
ing excursions to Bardstowfi in order 
to'be present on the occasion. Bishop 
Flaget knew that all Catholics and hun¬ 
dreds ofWn-Catholica, many of whom 
had contributed of their means toward 
the erection of the church, were 
anxious to witness a function about 
which they knew nothing but were sim¬ 
ply curious. 

Bishop Flaget spared no pains to 
give to the ceremonial and all its acces¬ 
sories the utrr.ost solemnity. 

Rev. Robert A. Abell was chosen to 
deliver the address. The young pnest 
an learning that he was to preach at 
the consecration of St. Joseph’s Cathe¬ 
dral, was at first pleased with the fa¬ 
vor bestowed on him; but when later 
be weighed the responsibility attached 
to the honor he rather shrank from the 
task. He had not fully determined up- 
en the subject matter of his discourse, 
when to reach his appointment he had 
to start immediately on his journey. j 
While riding along the road his thoughts 
began to take shape and he began to 
experience a degree of confidence. Ke -1 
tiring early, he had scarcity .closed his 
eyes in sleep, before he wssidwakened J 
by a knock upon his chamber door. A ; 
messenger had followed him all the j 
way from hia home to attend the bed- 
tide of one of his parishioners who was 
supposed to be dying'. Father Abell j 
did not hesitate, but retraced the road j 
he had traveled the dav before, and at- | 
tended the bedside of his sick friend, ] 
and discharged th,e duties of his office | 
and recommenced the interrupted jour¬ 
ney which he brought to a successful 
termination. On presenting himself 
before his superiors, he was asked if 
he had written out the sermon he had 
been directed to preach. . "No,” re¬ 
plied he; ‘'I had no time for that; but I 
have been revolving the matter in my 
mind, and I think I can safely promise : 
you that it shall not fall below vour 
reasonable expectations." The direc¬ 
tor of the seminary was not'satisfied. 
"We cannot trust to your experience," 
•aid he, ‘-'but there is time yet. Go to 
your room at once and write out for 
the inspection of Bishop Flaget and 
myself what you propose to hay." 

There was no help for it, and Father 
Abell was obliged to submit. From 
noon to dusk he kept his room noting 
down the heads of his discourse, but 
tittle else. Taking ’his notes he ap¬ 
proached his mentors and proposed to 
read to them the sermon he had pre¬ 
pared. Father David thought it would 
be better to have him submit his manu¬ 
script to them for the night, re¬ 
turned to him in the morning with 
tbeir joint criticiams upon its merits. 
To this proposition the young priest 
•bjected. by saying, “You could make 
wthing of it. In very truth my fingers 
have been clutching the bridle reins for 
to many hours as to make my writing 
illegible to any but myself.’* It was 
Anally agreed that he should read the 
sermon to them. Retiring to one cor¬ 
ner and placing a smoky tallow candle 
an the table by bis side he unfolded his 
meager manuscript, from which he 
pretended to read, first in a low voice, 
then louder and louder until he could 
be distinctly heard from without. The 
little room seemed gradually to vanish, 
and the immense audience to rise up 
before the speaker as he progressed in 
Ns sermon. He spoke right on with¬ 
out a falter, “for he had something to 
ay and he knew how to say it.” As

! that infant church in the West, he was ! 
I relating trials and sufferings which he I 
| himself had witnersed. He felt the I 
| truth of every word he uttered—it was 
a friend speaking to friends of common 
suffering. Here Father Abell paused, 
as if suddenly conscious of the fact I 
that his audience^onsisted of only two 
persons; glancing at the Bishop and his 
assistant, he saw that they were weep¬ 
ing like children, and he ‘ no longer 
doubted the success of his sermon. 

Never before had proud little Bards- 
town seen such crowds on her streets 
as gathered there on that eighteenth 
day of August, 1819. 

The church itself appeared truly co¬ 
lossal to its pioneer visitants, many of 
whom had never seen a structure larger 
than a log cabin. The loud-voiced bell, 
the sweet, solemn notes of the new or¬ 
gan, the large pictures which adorned 
the walls- cjf the church, the powerful 
and pathetts -sermon of Father Abell, 
all impressed them strangely.
